Huge oilfield fires set off by 
[fim | bombardments in-a Per- 

sian Gulf war could cause 
climatic changes, and evenleadtoa 
failure of monsoon rains in Asia, a 
British scientist theorized at a one- 
day conference called by Britain's 
Green Party and Jordan. Paul Cox, 
achemist who has worked in Gulf oil 
fields, said simultaneous fires at hun- 
dreds of wells could cause acloud of 
smoke to darken the sky 1,000 miles 
from Kuwait. “Temperatures in the 


Gulf itself could fall 20 degrees © 


because the smoke would block out 
sunlight,” Cox said. 


Cold Waves 

More than 150 people froze 
Ladal to death in the northern 

parts of India and Pakistan 
and southern Afghanistan during an 
unexpected cold wave and blizzard 
that lashed the Himalayas. Several 
areas, including the Indian-controlled 
Vale of Kashmir, were cut off by 
landslides, avalanches, and flood- 
ing, as well as dense fog which closed 
airports for several days. 

The second arctic blast of the 
season plunged western Canada and 
the northwestern United States into 
another deep freeze. The arcticfront 
whipped up the worst snowstorm to 
strike Vancouver in 22 years. High 
winds knocked out power to thou- 
sands of residents in the Seattle 
area, some of whom had been with- 
out electricity for several days during 
a storm just prior to Christmas. 


Earthquakes 


Astrong temblor damaged 
SS water tanks and roofs on 

Papua New Guinea’s New 
Britain Island. A swarm of at least 
two dozen quakes rattled western 
Nevada, causing minor damage in 
the capital, Carson City. Earth move- 
ments were also felt in the Soviet 
republic of Azerbaijan, Japan's cen- 
tral Pacific coast, southern Quebec, 
Mexico's Jalisco coast, southern 
Alaska, and Washington State.

announced thatit has found

it surveyed areas from Alaska to 
Chile before discovering the Kitlope 
River watershed south of Kitimat— 
roughly 125,000 acres of contigu- 
ous, unlogged, and undisturbed 
watershed from mountaintops to sea. 
“There are wild runs of all five spe- 
cies of Pacific salmon, large popula- 
tions of grizzly, mountain goats, and 
wolves, as well as spectacular wa- 
terfalls, turquoise glacial lakes, and 
Indian petroglyphs, said group vice- 
president Spencer Beebe. Aspokes- 
man for Seeka Sawmills, acompany 
with cutting rights to the area, was 
“not pleased” with the group's cam- 
paign, and said preservation would 
cost revenue and jobs.

Rain Prayers 
Millions of Egyptian Mos- 
lems performed prayers for 
rain as the country contin- 
ued to suffer a drought which threat- 
ens farming along the Mediterra- 
nean. In the northwestern border 
area with Libya, thousands of acres 


of barley, wheat, and fruit may be 
lost if seasonal rains don’t arrive.

Floods in Peru’s central 
bey highlands killed six people, 

left 12 others missing and 
made 500 families homeless. Res- 
cue workers recovered bodies from 
the turbulent waters of the Shullcas 
River, outside the central Andean 
city of Huancayo. Peru's rainy sea- 
son began in early December, and 
ended a 13-month drought. 

Flash floods triggered by torren- 
tial rains in northeastern Mexico left 
tens of thousands homeless and 
caused extensive crop damage. The 
hardest-hit area was the agricultur-

ally rich state of Sinaloa, where two 
dams burst.

Wild Winds 


Several onslaughts of 
high winds, snow, and 

(JRE torrential rains battered 
the British Isles where at least 29 
people died in various weather-re- 
lated mishaps. Ten crew members 
of the Malta-registered ship Kimya 
drowned when the vesseloverturned 
off the coast of Wales. In Ireland, six 
Swedish tourists were killed when a 
tree crashed onto their tour bus. The 
winds downed power lines, blacking 
out tens of thousands of homes. 
Ferry service throughout the United 
Kingdom and Ireland, and to ports 
across the English Channel, was 
halted. 

Severe gales lashed the New 
Zealand capital of Wellington and 
partofthe South Island. The average 
winds of 55 mph, with gusts to 87 
mph, were the strongest in Welling- 
ton in more than a year. 


Global Warming 

Scientists in London and 
((((( New York announced that 

the year 1990 was the 
hottest on record around the world. 
In coordinated announcements, the 
British Meteorological Office and 
NASA's Goddard Institute for Space 
Science said their data shows the 
year was the warmest since wide- 
spread record-keeping began in the 
19th century. "In our opinion, the 
case for a cause-and-effect relation- 
ship between the global, warming 
and the greenhouse effect is becom- 
ing harder to deny,” Goddard direc- 
tor James Hansen said in a state- 
ment. 


Killing Cold 


ASiberiancoldfront, which 
WT plunged much of the In- 

dian subcontinent into its 
chilliest weather for more than 25 
years, killed almost 100 people. Most 
of the victims in the northern parts of 
Pakistan, India, and Bangladesh 
were impoverished, and had little

Earthquakes 


A powerful temblor struck 
LS] near Burma's second larg- 
est city, Mandalay. While 
little damage was reported from near 
the epicenter, the quake was so 
powertul that it overloaded seismic 
instruments in neighboring Thailand, 
and rocked skyscrapers 800 miles 
away in Bangkok. A strong tremor 
rattled Lima, waking thousands of 
residents in the Peruvian capital, but 
causing no damage or injuries.

Eleven days of incessant 
ey rains from the passing of 
tropical cyclone Joy cre- 
ated some of the worst flooding to 
strike northeastern Australia since 
1954. The city of Rockhampton in 
Queensland State was isolated by 
the flooded Fitzroy River, which made 
roads impassible and halted train 
service. Airplanes and helicopters 
dropped fodder to thousands of 
stranded and starving livestock.

Thermal Sounding 


Australian and U.S. scien- 
(a tists set sail for a small 
Pd island near Antarctica 
where they will transmit underwater 
honks through the world’s oceans in 
an attempt to see how the global 
warming may be effecting the deep. 
From 50 miles off Heard Island, the 
team will lower a sonic transmitter 
980 feet into the water and send 
219-decibel pulses at a frequency of 
57 hertz. Measurements of the trav- 
eling time of the pulses to listening 
devices around the world should 
allow an accurate thermal mapping 
of the deep oceans. It should take at 
least seven yearsto getan “average” 
measurementbefore analysis of any 
ocean warming can be made. The 
experiment has drawn loud protests 
from environmentalists worried that 
the sounds could harm whales, seals, 
and fish, and affect their ability to 
navigate. The frequency to be used 
is in the range of the seal's greatest 
hearing sensitivity.

Gulf Pigeons 


Switzerland, one of the 
world’s most staunchly 
neutral countries, may 
contribute to the multinational force 
in the Persian Gulf with some highly- 
prized recruits. The Swiss army has 
plans to supply 34,500 trained car- 
rier pigeons if the complicated com- 
munications systems of the joint 
forces fail or are blown up by Iraq, 
according to The Europeannewspa- 
per. Walter Tanner, head of the mili- 
tary pigeon house in Berne, said, 
“The enemy could never intercept 
them.” Although not experienced in 
desert conditions, they are fairly solid 
birds, he said. The 3,500 “regulars” 
could be supplemented by drafting 
up to 31,000 civilian birds in the 
event of war. The Swiss army has 
trained carrier pigeons since 1917 
and increased their numbers in the 
force each year.
